The 
docks which are provided for these two 
roads in East Boston are entirely in- 
adequate. He believed that dock con- 
struction should begin on the East Bos- 
ton side. At the present time, he said, 
the vessels which dock on the East Bos- 
ton side project into the harbor beyond 
the end of the pier as much as 90 feet 
in some instances. 

Mr. Ives also said that piers should 
be constructed in advance of the demand 
for them. Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Montreal have improved their. harbor 
facilities on this policy with results 
most advantageous to them. 

Jerome Jones of the Chamber of Com- 
merce said in part: 

“The question of the immediate im- 
provement of the deep water front of 
this port is one that we think ought 
4o interest every business interest in 
the state. 

“Our system of transportation has 
many advantages both by sea and by 
land over competing ports, but by the 
growth of population and growth of com- 
merce the port of Boston is not being 
improved as rival ports are. 

“The federal government is doing its 
- duty and has expended on the channel 
more than $8,000,000 and by December 
the ship channel will have been com- 
pleted to 35 feet at mean low water and 
from 12 to 1500 feet wide, making six 
miles of deep channel to the ocean. 
Thirty-five feet deep at mean low water 
means over 40 feet at high water, which 
will -enable the largest ocean-going 
‘steamer the depth they require. 
“Terminals are as important as chan- 
nels. Localities should furnish and 
maintain adequate terminals. The port 
of New York has grown so rapidly that 
its piers and wharves are overtaxed. 
The overflow of commerce will go to the 
ports that are best provided with faciti- 
ties. 

“The answer that some critics sich 
to this, is that the Commonwealth pier 
at South Boston, built by the state 
10 years ago, has been idle—and why? 
Because it was never completed with 
facilities necessary to be useful as a 
terminal for big ships. There was never 
a teaming thoroughfare svailabje until 
last vear, When Northern avenue reached 
up to it. There ig no rail system con- 
nected with it now and there are obstruc- 
tions in the channel that would prevent 
large ships from going in to the pier. 
There have never been any sheds erected 
on it, to protect cargo from weather and 
pilfering. That is the _reason why 
Commonwealth pier has stood as an 
instance of an idle pier. 

“We alrdady lack pier room. Ships 
have to swing on their anchor chains in 
our bay waiting for a berth. 

“The bill passed last year appropri- 
ating three millions for the improve- 
ment of the deep water front ‘had a 
string to it.’ The act would allow the 
spending of money for a pier or piers 
if somebody could be found in advance 
who would lease them.

strokes, a round, or 24 strokes “in the 
course of a 72-hole match, is a tremen- 
dous amount for even James Braid to 
concede to a man who can play some 
form of first-class golf. One would think 


‘it must be somewhat equivalent to giv- 
‘ing him a'start of about’ 18 holes.in a 
Tl four-round contest, and I cannot. think 
‘that there is as big a difference as this

Each of the ‘new locomotives contains 
four 500 horsepower single phase motors 
capable of hauling a train of 2000 tons. 
The locomotives cost about $50,000 
apiece. 

In operation the steam engine will 
remain attached to its train and the 
entire equipment will be drawn through 
the tunnel by the electric locomotive. 

The engines were constructed by the

| They are 45. feet long, aveigh 135. tons, 
| and are of the same type as the motors 
'now in use by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford in hauling trains in and out 
of New York city. 

On each side are four driving wheels, 
five feet in diameter, a motor for each 
set of drivers, any one of which can 
be operated separately. 

The wheels, instead of being con- 


with the drivers of ordinary locomotives, 
are composed of a series of steel springs, 
which makes the engines run much more 
smoothly. All the motors. are of the 
Ww estinghouse make.’ 

* Every piece of: machinery is placed on 
a platform inside the car, with the 
big switchboard in the center. 

The motors have a speed of from 60 
to 70 miles an hour.

A. W. Longfellow, a skeder of the 
municipal art commission,.said that the 
museum should receive aid from the city 
as the similar institutions of New York 
and Chicago. Only in that case, he said, 
could the museum intrease its collections 
and broaden its scope. \

of the museum as a vital force in the 
community, it will be necessary t6 ex- 
perid annually over $110,000. The in- 
come from invested funds, paid admis- 
sions and other sources will probably 
amount ‘to about $48,000.:

HOUSE PASOED BILL

WASHINGTON—Aided by a few Re- 
publicans, who refused to be bound by 


the party caucus, the Democrats in the 
House won their fight Thursday for 
an increased representation in the sewer 
branch. of Congress. 

They voted down the Republican cau- 
cus -bill to maintain: the membership at 
391 as at present, and then passed the 
original Crumpacker bill fixing the mem- 
bership at 433 on and after March 3, 
1913. 

If Arizona and New Mexico should be 
admitted to statehood they will be.given 
one representative each, bringing the 
total up to 435. 

Thursday’s action by the House must 
be ratified by the Senate. The House 
leaders believe that the Senate will fol- 
‘low the wishes of the lower branch. 

Under the ‘new reapportionment’ plan 
no state loses a member, 


Magazine Rate Raise 


Magazine publishers will have to pay 
a rate of four cents a pound on the 
advertising sections of periodicals car- 
ried as second class mail if an amend- 
ment to the postoffice appropriation bill 
adopted by the Senate committee on 
postoffices and postroads Thursday is 
accepted by both branches of Congress. 

Senator Penrose, late in the day, re- 
ported the bill to the Senate. 

The increase in the rate for carrying 
the advertising sections of magazines 
will apply only to the large publications, 
for an exemption is provided for such 
periodicals, of less than 4000 pounds 
weight per issue. 


'Tanff Board Report 


By a strictly party vote 4qll the 
Democrats in opposition, the Senate com- 
mittee on finance Thursday voted to re- 
port favorably the bill passed by the 
House to create a permanent tariff board. 

The report to the Senate was made 
by Senator Lodge. He presented it -with- 
out comment, but Senator Bailey re- 
marked, on behalf of the’ Democratic 
members of the committee, that they did 
not agree to the report and “reserved 
the right to offer amendments and_ to 
resist the bill‘in all proper ways.” 


Gen. Wood for Resolve 


Maj.-Gen. Leonard , Wood, 
staff of the army, appeared. before the 
militia committee of the House Thurs- 
day to advocate the bill to establish the 
organized militia of the country upon 
a pay basis. 

General Wood said that the regular 
army is so scattered throughout the in- 
sular possessions that only about 20,000 
men are ready for immediate service 
within the country borders.

Mr. Conant said today that the peti- 
tion which will be presented to the 
legislative committee when the associa- 
‘tion’s bill in regard to telephone rates 
comes to a hearing, already has sev- 
eral thousand signatures. It has been 
m circulation only a few days, and by 
the time of the hearing it is expected 
to reach immense proportions. 

This petition reads: “We, the under- 
signed, telephone users and subscribers, 
hereby protest against the proposed new 
telephone rates and zone system, now 
being put in operation by«the New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
‘which may. otherwise become compulsory 
on Nov. 1, 1911, and we «sk for legisla- 
tion to prevent the same from being 
carried into effect.” 

Said Mr. Conant: “We believe that the 
subseriber who formerly paid $25 yearly 
for 6-party unlimited service line should 
be able to secure unlimited service in 
the future at the same rate. To those 
who could afford to pay no more than 
$25 yearly, the new retes, which oblige 
them if they would secure unlimited 
service to accept a higher grade of serv- 
ice in the one or two-party lines, cost- 
ing $45 or $36 respectively, will prove a 
hardship. 

“Many persons could pay $25 for un- 
limited service in the 44 exchanges out- 
side the metropoljtan telephone district 
and put up with the inconvenience of 
having five ‘other subscribers on the 
line, but these persons perhaps cannot 
afford the same unlimited service, be- 
cause they must accept a higher grade, 
one .or two-party line, and pay for it a 
higher rate. 

“We do not advocate a return to the 
six-party line, ‘but we do insist upon 
the elimination of the new zone system. 
The highway commission has declared 
that the telephone company must make 
2 reduction of from $300,000 to $400,000 
in its annual gross income, and our 
contention is that in obliging the large 
number of subscribers who formerly paid 
$25 now to accept the higher grade 
service at $36, the income of the com- 
pany will have a tendency to increase 
rather than decrease. We think the

as in the past, at the same rate. We 
propose a two-party line at $25 a year. 

“Judging from the experience of the 
people versus the telephone company in 
Chicago, it is fair to suppose that ex- 
perts may be led astray. If ‘two com- 
for inst-nce, and 
ahe.company pays-to the other an* ex- 
orbitant rental for certain instruments, 
this exorbitant ‘rental, perhaps exceed- 
ing the origihal cost of the instruments, 
isn’t a pr@er item of expense for the 
first company. The experts may accept 
such figures as\a basis of their calcula- 
tions of cost of operation and not go 
deeper. This would be getting results 
on a fictitious basis. 


“This is what was discovered in Chi- 
cago. After Professor Jackson had sub- 
mitted his figures, and the company 
had protested that it could make no 
lower rates, another expert. Mr. Hagenah, 
made a special investigation for the ‘Chi- 
eago board of aldermen and went back 
of these fictitious operating expenses.

FORE RIVER COMPANY. TO USE 
QUINCY’S OLD WATER SUPPLY 


QUINCY, ‘Siets —By anihority of the) 
city council Mayor William T. Shea 
and the commissioner of public works, 
Randolph Bambridge, have executed a 
contract with the Fore River Shipbuild- 
ing Company for use by the company of 
the .water in Quincy reservoir, . located 
in Braintree, whence Quincy obtained its 
water supply before becoming connected 
with the Metropolitan water system. 
The con‘isct provides that the city 
shall Jay’an eight-inch main from the 
12-inch main near the pumping station 
over.a route to be selected, to the reser- 
voir: of the Fore River works on Des 
Moines road, 

‘The main is to be the, property of the 
city and is to be maintained by it. 
The Fore River Company is to pay the 
actual cost of the main and of the. work 
and is allowed to creed what ~ water it 


needs for its own use and that of any 
other industry now or hereafter located 
near the company’s property or near the 
Fore river, providing that such industry 
is located on property abutting or adja- 
cent property bounding on said river. 
The Fore River Company is not to sell 
water for domestic or drinking purposes 
and is: to pay $1000 per annum for 
the use of the water, but the city re-

Report of American Can Company for 
its fiscal year 1910, while again showing 
the unusual stability of this corpora- 
tion’s earnings, betrays no forward stride 
great enough to promise much more in 
dividends. Dividend balance for the year

The present British museum was de- 
signed by Sir Robert Smirke, R. L., and 
erected between the vears 1823 and 1846, 
the original museum having become 
wholly inadequate to house the steadily 
increasing collection. A still further ex- 
tension is now.in progress and is rapidly 
nearing completion. “The King Edward 
VII. Galleries,” as the new rooms will 
be known, face” Montague place and con- 
stitute a fitting extension to what is 
considered the best imitation. of Ionic 
architecture in this country. 

This museum with its celebrated read- 
ing room and the numerous treasures to 
be seen in the various halls and corri-| 
dors of the building, is familiar to most 
visitors to London. It just 152 
years ago that the British Museum was, 
first opened to the public in the old Mon- 
tague House, Bloomsbury. The _ build- 
ing of today is, however, very different to 
the museum of those days, for it has 
eradually expanded owing partly to pri- 
vate gifts and partly to donations and 
one from the state. 


NEWCASTLE SOCIETY 
HEARS RESULTS. OF 
YEAR EXPLORING 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—The Duke of Northumber- 
land presided over the annual meeting 
of the Newcastle Society of Antiquaries 
held in the castle, when a report was 
presented showing the result of the ex- 
cavations on the site of the Roman town 
of Corstopitum (Corbridge). The report 
stated that a vast amount of exploratory 
work had been carried out by the com- 
mittee during the past season, under the 
direction of R, H. Forster, who remained 
on the spot from first to last. The com- 
mittee were reminded of the fact that 
until these investigations* took place, 
but little was known of Corstopitum be- 
yond its name. So far, the excavation 
committee had shown that Corstopitum 
dated from an early period in the Roman 
conquest of the Tyne valley and that 
it was occupied until the eve of the de- 
parture of the Roman troops from Brit- 
ain. 

The Duke of Northumberland referred 
to the dispute between himself and the 
British Museum as to the possession of 
certain gold coins which had been found 
at Corstopitum, saving that he was try- 
ing to secure the trust of these coins 
for local antiquaries. He was himself 
a trustee of the British Museum, but he 
felt that while objects of national im- 
portance would be in the national mu- 
seum, there were other objects the’ inter- 
est,in which was enhanced by the locality 
in which thev were found.

DEFERS ACTION. 
ON “DECLARATION 


LONDON—Premier Asquith gave assur- 
ance in the Hous® of Commons on Thurs- 
day that nothing would be done by the 
government. toward the ratification of 
the “Declaration of London,” the inter- 
national agreement governing prizes in 
naval warfare, until views on the subject 
had been exchanged with the colonial 
[premiers at the imperial conference. 

(Special to The Monitor.) 

The agitation which has been aroused 
by the declaration of London seems to 
be widespread, indeed the newspapers 
are and have been so full of its con- 
demnation that it is not now intended 
either to enter into any details or to 
discuss any of the controversial ques- 
tions, but merely to consider it from a 
point of view of common justice as re- 
gards the treatment of the British colo- 
nies in the deeisions arrived at bv the 
maritime conference of 1909 of which this 
declaration is the outcome. 

Part of its failure is undoubtedly due 
to the fact that the colonies of the Brit- 
ish empire, whether crown colonies. or 
self-governing, have been unjustly over- 
looked, considering that all ihe new 
rules would apply to them as well as to 
the British Isles, since each and all would 
be looked on equally as “the enemy.” 
For instgnee, the rule introduced into 
the deMaration allowing the destruction 
of captured neutrals carrying aileged or 
supposed contrabahd, would apply to 
every vessel destined not merely for 
Great Britain, but also to Canada. South 
Afriea, Australia, and to’ the whole of 
the numerous smaller colonies and de- 
pendencies. The declaration was drafted 
by representatives of England, Germany, 
France, the United States, Japan, Aus- 
tria, Italy, Russia, ‘and Holland—but 
surely, as has been pointed out in one 
newspaper, the dominions have _ the 
right to be heard before their claims’ to 
naval justice are signed away, 

It is surely in this fact that the failure 
of the conference lies, it is this short- 
sighted injustice toward his Brittanic 
majesty’s overseas dominions that strikes 
back at England’s security. It is, there- 
fore. just as much, if not more, from 
the point.of view of the British colonies 
even than for England, that it is so sin- 
cerely to be hoped this declaration. of 
London will never be ratified as it stands 
at present, 

Surely this conference and its results 
show very clearly the great necessity for 
eommon justice to&t length prevail and 
produce federal representation, so that 
each of the colonies may have the op- 
portunity of being heard, and taking an 
intelligent? and responsible part in what 
concerns the British empire> 


COTTON MILLS IN | 
INDIA INCREASE

LON DON— —ht is only 60 years since the 
first cotton spinning and weaving \mill 
was projected in India, and now, accord- 
ing to the Bombay Mill Owners Associa. 
tion returns to last June, there are 243 
mills, with 20 others in course of erec- 
tion. The number of spindles has risen 
to 6,200,000 and the looms to 82,700| the 
hands employed have increased to 234,000 
while the cotton consumed consists of 
about 2,000,000 ‘bales.

VICTORIA, B. C.—-About 20 branch 
“development leagues,” which have been 
organized at various points in Vancouver

It 
Was pointed out that large tracts of land 
suitable for agricultural development are 
held under timber leases, although but 
a small quantity of merchantable timber 
remains thereon, and the government 
asked to arrange for the opening up of 
these tracts to bona-fide settlers. 

With respect to roads, while the good 
work of the gove...ment in the past is 
fully appreciated, it is urged to take ac- 
tive steps for the completion of its plan 
for a trunk road connecting the north 
and south ends of the island, and that 
roads to other points be undertaken to 
give access to valuable agricultural, 
mineral and timber lands. 

In view of the adoption of the pro- 
posed reciprocity agreement taking away 
the prairie markets from the fruit grow- 
ers of this province, the government is 
urged to give all the more attention to 
reducing the cost of transportation to 
the avadlable markets. 

Premier McBride in behalf of the gov- 
ernment’ promised much activity in road 
building during the present vear, and 
announced the intention to revise the 
laws relating to timber tenures which 
would provide for the restoration of 
logged-off lands. The government would 
also do what it could towards the bring- 
ing in of a good class of settlers, build 
roads for them, induce the construction 
of railways. and develop markets for 
their products.

60 
in France, 64 in Switzerland, 66 in 
America, Roumania, and Spain, 67%, in 
Russia, and 72 in Belgium and Italy, 
while in the United Kingdom the weekly 
hours for women are 551% in textile and 
60 in non-textile factories. . 
The hours of men are restricted to 64 
weekiy in Switzerland, 66 in Austria, 
6714 by dav and 60 by night in Russia, 
and 72 in France, or 60 when they work 
in the same building with women or 
young people. In the United Kingdom 
there no legal limitation for men 
except the miners’ eight hours a day. 
In America the hours of labor are regu- 
lated by the state.

i. Useful Sunflower 


owe eee 


The most remarkable use to which the 
sunflower has been put is in the con 
struction of battleships. The stalk ‘of 
the plant is very pithy, and even when 
compressed into blocks this pith is cap- 
able of absorbing a tremendous quantity 
of water. These blocks, in which the 
pith retains some of its flexibility, have 
been employed with much success in the 
solution of the vexed problem of the 
lining of a battleship’s sides. They are 
placed between two walls of steel, and 
the substance is so resilient that it- com- 
pletely closes up the hole made by a 
projectile, keeping out the water for a 
long time. 

There is not a part of the plant that 
is without commercial value. The seed. 
which is raised by hundreds of millions 
of pounds every vear in Russia, makes a 
palatable edible oil, with a residue of 
seed cake for cattle; or it may be fed in 
the kernel to poultry. The blossoms 
furnish honey first and then an excellent 
vellow dve. 

As for the stalks, the Chinese are 
clever enough to get a sort of silky fiber 
from them, and they are also good for 
fuel and for th« production of potash.

Holes in in the Air 


A new word has been coined by the 
aviators to describe the worst condition 
that eonfronts them---the word “cheesy.” 
The word, it is explained, refers to 
Swiss cheese, which, as we-all know, 
is full of holes. Balloonists discovered 
years ago that the air is full of “holes” 
also, especially near the, earth,—-full, 
that is to say, of what are described as 
“partial vacuums,’ and which are prob- 
ably downward currents, in which an 
aeroplane will fall at times a hundred 


feet of more before it can be controlled. 


Similar currents in the sea have been 
assigned as the probable cause of many 
of the accidents to submarine boats. 
Curtiss found these “holes in the air” 
in his trip down the Hudson, and ob- 
servers on the train that followed him 
assert that at times he fell from a 
height of 150 feet to within @ few feet 
of the surface of the water. Wilbur 
Wright found them in his trip from 
Governors Island up the Hudson river 
during the Henry Hudson celebration.—

The constitution provides that Congress “shall assemble io f 28S mA 
at least once in every year, and such meeting shall be on the*first 
Monday in December, unless they (the Senate and House) shall 
appoint-a different day.’ The fact that the inaugural date is fixed 
for March 4, and that old Congresses expire by limitation at noon 
on that day, while new Congresses immediately come into existence, 
prevents the extension of the period of the “short” session beyond 
this date, except at the cost of numerous changes in the federal 
calendar. 
A much simpler way of giving more time to the “‘short’’ session ° 
would be to open it earlier. An interpretation of the constitutional 
provision that has been generally accepted is that “Congress shall 
meet at least once a year, and that in the absence of specific leg- 
islation on the subject such meeting shall be on the first Monday 
in December.” There seems to be no reason why the session should 
not begin on the first Monday of November, or, for, that matter, 
on the first Monday of any month after the adjournment of the 
regular session. Nor does there seem to be any reason why the 
regular session should not escape the hot months of summer by 
beginning earlier. All that seems to be necessary is specific legisla- 
tion on the subject. The “short’’ session, that is, may be lengthened 
without any change in the constitution. The only constitutional | 
requirement in the premises is that the session: shall end on March 4. 
There is real and even urgent need of a longer “‘short” session 
than is possible under the present arrangement. Business_of all 
kinds before Congress has increased with the growth of the country. 
The appropriation bills must be passed within the time limit, no 
matter how pressing general legislation may be, if an extra session 
would be avoided. The supply bills in our days run into the hun- 
dreds of millions, and are not to be passed without careful con- 
sideration.

ADVOCATES of a return in Chelsea to the old 
form of city government have reason for 
caution, in view of the expectation that 
there will be another large reduction of the 
tax rate there this year. While an accurate 
estimate ‘of the new rate depends on what 
‘amount the city has to pay the state, so 
closely has the board of control watched 
over municipal accounts and building opera- 
~ tions since the fire of three years ago that 
figures shape themselves almost with certainty. If the tax rate, 
now $22.40, is reduced by 60 cents, as it was. last year, citizens 
of Chelsea should give credit where it is principally due; that is, to 
the board of control. In case the reduction in the tax rate is still 
greater, there will be all the more cause for tendering to that body 
some grateful acknowledgments. 

Since fire destroyed $5,427,150 of assessable property in Chel- 
sea, that city has been governed by the board of control appointed 
by the Governor after the conflagration. Under this commission, 
the amount of assessable property has steadily increased, and water 
rates also have yielded more money as new dwellings and business 
establishments have been erected.

But, 
as a matter of fact, while it comprises one sixth of the total area 
of Australia, it has been, and is to this day, so inaccessible to the 
adventurous people who are first to discover the real worth of a 
new country, that comparatively little 1s known about it. Certainly 
its tesources are as little understood as those of Alaska and as little 
developed. 

What the commonwealth first undertakes to do is to construct 
a great transcontinental railroad that will open this country to the 
explorer, the pioneer and the immigrant. There is an agreement 
that an amount approximating $50;000,000 shall be expended on 
this railroad. Its completion may be the ‘means of showing the 
commonwealth that it has put off the development. of its richest 
territory to the last. In other words, it may do for Australia what 
the opening of the West has done for the United States.
